HENRY OERTER IS CUILTY

Convicted of Setting Up and Maintaining
Gambling Devices.

CHARLEY FANNING GETS BAIL FOR HIM

Jury In Judze Blabaugh's Court Ne-
turns & Verdiet Againat the De-
fendant and His Friendas
Huastle Up n Hond,

Henry Oerter has been found gullty of
petting up aod keoplng gambling fixtures
i the rooms on the second floor of 1400
Douglas. The jury returned the verdict last
night at 10:30 o'clock. Oerter pretended
to e surprised. After considerable hurry-
fog and sgcurrying in his behalf by the no-
toriousn Charley Fanning he was released
on a bond of §2,000, signed by J. J. P'hilbin,
# tiekel broker, und J, H. MeDonnald, a tailor,
the bondsmen promising to produce Oerter
in court on the morning of May 21, at 10
o'clock.

The jury went out at 6:30 o'clock yester-
day afternoon, and reached the verdict of
gullty after about three hours' deliberation,
much of the time being spent al supper
and In assembling the court officers to re-
eelve the decislon. The result of the trial
wis no great surprise to the majority of
thos: whe had followed the case. The charge
to the jury by Judge Slabaugh emphasgized
the fact that the question for the jury to
determine was whether or not Oerter was
fnterested in the gambling games conducted
at 14006 Douglas street, there being no ques-
tion about the fact that gambling was car-
ried on there. That Oerter wos gullty of the
charge of setting up and keeping gambling
fixtures was abundantly proved through the
evidence presented, and mode emphatie in
County Attorney Baldrige's sirong presenta-
tion of the case against the defendant,

When the verdict was returned Oerler
was In the court room, accompanied by
represontatives of the gambling fraternity,
chlef among whom was Charley Fanning.
In the absence of Oerter's attorney Fanning
acted as the whole thing for the defense
and did most of the work in hustling up
the bondemen. After call of the reoll of
jurors, on the verdict, Oerter was called
up to the bar, told that he had been found
guilty and would be remanded to Jall un-
lesa he could glve bonds for his appearance,
There was n consultation between Oerter
and Fanning, and it looked as though the
Intter were going to go his friend's bond.
Pauning asserted he could qualify to give
& bond for mot more than $1,000. As
thia was not satisfactory there was a
consultation among Clerk Frank, Oer-
ter, Fanning and a couple of friends
fn the clerk’s room. 'The conference
lnsted about a quarter of an hour, during
which time there was some lively telephon-
fng for help to familiar joints. Just at
11 o'clock J. J. Philbin and J, H. McDonald
arrived on the seene, and qualified in the
sum of $£3,000, gwenring that they had that
much property value above all debts, and
in addition deposited a certified check on a
local bank for $1.167.90. The penalty pro-
vided in the statute Is a fine not less than
$300 or imprisonment in the penitentiary
for not more than two years.

Tentimony for the Defenne,

The state rested shortly after the conven-
Ing of the morning sesflon and the defense
opened by calling Vietor Rosewater, man-
mging editor of the Bee, to the witness stand,
By him it attempted to impeach the testi-
mony of the witnesses for the state and also
attempted to show that the prosecution was
A private matter, instead of an action instl-
tuted in good falth and for the purpose of
suppressing gumbling. In this the attorney
for Oerter made n complete fallure, as it
did not adduce & word of testimony to con-
tradict the testimony of the state's wit-
Desses.

Henry Oerter,the defendant,was called ns
a witness and testified that he was the oc-
eupant of the entire bullding at 1409 Doug-
las street, including the basement and the
three floors above. The basement was used
for storage purposes, the first floor for a sa-
loon, the second for a card room and the
third was occaslonally occupled by roomers,
Going into details relative to the second
floor, witness snid that sometimes men gath-
ered there and played whist. Prior lo
March 17, the rooms on this floor had been oc-
eupled for gaming purposes by one Bd Davls.
Thiz man,the witness sald, opened the gamb-
llug rooms in February last and occupied
them until about the time of the rald of the
police on Marsh 17, After that he left the
ity, but where'hs went, the witness did not
know, The gaming tables and fixtures were
jeft {n the c@tody of the witness, and were
in his custody on the date of the raid. Davis
Ll the ey the rooms and turned It
over to witnesa upon his departure from the
elty. At the e time he reguested wit-
noss to loak afiér the proverty nnd care for
it Prier to March 17, witness sald that the
rooms on the second floor of the bullding
bad been used for gambling purposes.

Oerter om Cross-Examination.

At this polnt in the proceedings the dl-
rect testimony of Oerter was concluded and
he was turned over to the county atlorney
for cross-examination. Oerter In reply ta
questions sald that he had resided In Omaha
elght years and that he had been in the
saloon and gambling business. Upon his ar-
rival here from Missourl he immediately
bought an interest in & gambling house over
Foley's saloon and ran it as & partner until
Octlober, 1893, when he sold out. Three
months later he leased the bullding at 1400
Douglas street and opened a saloon on the
lower floor, with card and gambling roows
on the floor sbove. He sald that he went
out of the gambiing business a few months

During February of the present year wit-
pess suld that Bd Davis came (o Omaoha
and proposed opening gambling rooma. Wit-
ness let him toto the rooms on the sccond
floor and made the rent to be pald con-
tingent upon the profits of the gumes playnd
in the place. Witness had no lease with
Davis, it belng understood that be was to
pay if the games made money. No money
in the way of rent was ever poid wituces
by Daviu during the period of his occupaucy
of the rooms. The wltness eaid that he
knew that the gambling house was running
right along. He freqbently went up staira
and saw the games in progress, Davis re-
mained in the city until a day or two prios
to the rald made by the police, when e
disappeared, sinoe which time witness had
pever heard from him,

After the gambling fixtures were taken
to the police station witness went down
there and made an Inventory of them that
be might know what was taken away.

Several witnesses were called, their tes-
timouy being along the line of lmpeachmnt
of the witnesses of the siate, after which
Victor Rosewater wis recalled and requested
to produce the report made to him by the
detective who secured the evidence agaiast
Oerter. The Introduction of this testimony
by the defense was & surprise lo the conrt
and the attorneys for the state, as it was
just what the defense had sought to Kep
the jury while the prosecution was
spaking its case In chief. The documentary
evidonce thus introduced fixed the particu-
dates upon which gambling was ob-
perved In Ocrter's place and corroborated

The walls of the Armour emoke and ham
houses are now above grade and about 100
men are engaged on the brick work, From
this time on the walls of these two blg
buildings will rise rapidly. Plasterers have
conipleted thelr work in the office portion
of the power bullding and these rooms are
now about ready for the furniture. The two
monster lee machines, which were made In
Pennsylvania, are being placed in position
and will be ready for use as soon as the bal-
ance of the machinery Is in operation, These
fee machines each have a capacity of 250
tons and are of the latest improved pattern,

Grading for the reservoir was completed
last night and today a start will be made
on the brick work. The walle of the reservoir
will be lined with brick while the floor will
be of cement. All of the bulldings now under
roof are belng wired for electric lights and
power. Workmen started yesterday to erect
the stock scales on the viaduet which con-
necls the hog and beef killing houses with
the stook yards. These scales have a welgh-
ing capacity of fifteen tons. Electric motors
are belng placed throughout the plant, and
& large force of caulkers are daily employed
in caulking the floors of the completed
bulldings. It Is expected that active opera-
tlons will commence at this plant soon
after June 1.

Gnan Fronchise Discnsnion.

One of the most important municipal mat-
ters which has arisen In a long time will
come before the clty couneil tonight pro-
vided the regular order of business ls gone
through with, and that Is the vote on the
final passage of the nmended gas crdinance.
Some time ago ‘the Omaha Gas company
caused to be introduged an ardinance amend-
ing the franchise granted last July, the ren-
son belng that the company desired to re-
duce the maximum price of gas from §$1.50
to $1.85. This looked a little strange, es-
pecially as the amended ordinance Is very
long and is practically a new ordinance, In
talking about the matter last night severul
of the councilmen ralsed a number of ob-
jections to the amendment and the chances
are that the ordinance as It now stands will
have a hard road to travel. One objection
raised is that an attempt s made to compel
the citizens to pay the same price for gas
as 18 charged In Omaha. Mr, Pritchard, a
representative of the gas company, in ad-
dressing the council, having stated that It
would be much more satlsfactory to have
the price in the two citles the same, and
especially ns the plant was in Omaha. Ac-
cording the charter the council has the
right to regilate the price of gns, and {t
I8 claimed that If this amendment is passed
this power will be delegated to the gas com-
pany and the ratea could not be changed by
the city lawmakers In case It should be de-
sired.

Bpenrn Defore a Jury.

On April 1 W. A. Heatley caused the ar-
rest of Joseph Spears on Lhe charge of lar-
ceny. It was alleged In the complaint tHat
Spears stole $14 In money from the com-
plainant. On one pretext or another the
hearing has been postponed & number of
times, but was finally called last evening.
Assistant County Attorney Winters repre-
gented the state, while the defendant's In-
terests were looked after by Jlocal attorneys.
A jury trial was demanded and afiwr con-
glderable delay the necessary eix men to
act as jurors were obtalned. Jury trials in
the police court are 80 common that gulte
& crowd watched the proceedings mll the
evening. Heatley asserts that he and Spears
were sleeping in the same recom at a lodg-
Ing house, when some time during the night
his roommate removed the money from
under his pillow. It was late when the
case was given to the jury, but a decislon
Is expected today.

Owing to & jury trial belng in progress
in the police court room last night the city
counecil was adjourned until tonight. It was
the Intention to take some actlon on the
liquor license applications, but nothing will
be done now until tonight. Only one sa-
loon keeper has withdrawn his protest, so
that only this one Meense could have been
granted had there been a meeting. Mem-
bers of the council have obtained legal ad-
vice und ascertalned that the liquor dealers
cannol Ly mandamus compel the Issuance
of a license. When this opinion was made
known the members anpounced thelr inten-
tion of slanding pat. and refusing a license
to all who have protests on file.

The Cudahy Packing company has been
mwarded the contrnet o supply the Indians
on the western reservations with 680,009
pounds of salt and smoked meats, The bld-
ding for this contmet ‘was spirited, all of
the packers here submitting figures. All of
the meat ordered by the government for the
Indians will be pasiked and shipped from
Bouth Omaha, From 'this time on It is ex-
pected that the packers here will receive
government orders for meats for the army
and orders for canned goods for the navy.
